comes on. This is the pinion of many well posted on condi- 
tions, but it applies only to the better goods. 

The market is quoted without change at 67%c. to 7oc. for 
full standard No. 3 tomatoes ; at 57% to 6oc. for seconds No. 3; 
with No. 2 full standards at 47%c. to 50c., and seconds of the 
same size at 42%c. to 45c. No. 10 are quoted at $1.75 to $2.00. 
The demand this past week has been lighter than for the past 
several weeks. 

In corn the market has been quiet, with very little atten- 
tion paid to spot goods. 
with an occasional fair sized lot at ruling prices. Occasionally 
a holder is heard of as anxious to unload, just as turns up in 
tomatoes and all other lines of canned goods, and if he succeeds 
it means a concession in price. But concessions have little 
weight with the buyers now, though it is known jobbers and 
retailers are light in their stocks. However, they are only buy- 
ing to fill present requirements, and they seem able to do this at 
market prices or under, regardless of the size of the order. 

There is, however, more interest being shown in futures, 
apparently, but not much business being placed. The packers 
profess to be standing firm at 60c. to 65c. for No. 2 standard 
Maine style, future delivery. 

The West seems to be getting pretty wellcleaned up on corn 
of the better grades, though not to an extent to cause any an- 
xiety; and the fact that occasional offers of corn under market 
quotations come to light would seem to show an eagerness to 
clean out. 

In the quotations Maine corn is held at 92% to 5c. for spot 
with futures held, as formerly quoted, at 90c; New York State 
is quoting corn at 65 to 70c., with the latter figure set as the 
future price. In this section there are no changes to note in 
quotations. 

In peas there is an evident desire on the part of holders to 
clean out, and as a consequence there have been some bargains 
offered, and accepted during the week. But no matter what the 
concession in price buyers want a little more off, as they do on 
all articles in caus. The holdings of peas in first hands are very 
small, in comparison with other articles, but the near approach 
of the new season is forcing them onto the market. No. 2 E. 
J. seconds are quoted at 70 to 8oc., as to brand and holder; sift- 
ed at 85 to 95c; extra sifted at $1. to $1.10; extra fine sifted at 
$1.25 to $1.35 and petit pois at $1.45 to $1.60. 

Pineapples show no changes and the demand is very light. 
The season will soon be on but owing to the new duty on pine- 
apples, if it is ultimately imposed, the cost of production will 
force an advance in the quotations. The reports of the success 
of the Hawaiian Pineapple growers in marketing their product 
are very glowing, and the increasing demand for this article is 
one of the topics of the day. It can certainly be found now 
where it was not known before and dealers would not stock it 
if there was not a good demand for it. It is a living example to 
the industry of the power of advertising. 

Peaches are being neglected and the demand is very light. 


Sales have continued on a small basis,’ 


In view of the possible light crop during the coming season, for 
no other reason than that a large crop is never followed by ano- 
ther large crop, it would seem the buyers would take advantage 
of the low prices prevailing and stock up. They will undoubt- 
edly pay more money for the same goods next fall. We have 
no changes to note in the prices. 

The market is dull in the general line of small fruits, at a 
time when it usually is active. The packs last year were light; 
however, they are among the luxuries and this accounts for the 
lack of attention. Apples have been somewhat of an exception to 
this, for the demand for them has been fairly good for some time. 
The burden of this fruit has been removed, as was shown some 
Aime ago, and it has resumed its old place. 

In cans there is nothing new to report. The rumors come 
“thick and fast, but as the various companies make their own 
quotations on another page we have to take their figures and 
not rumors. That prices lower than the quoted figures are being 
made and accepted we need hardly hint, for the energy of sales- 
men along this line has probably acquainted you with the actual 
conditions before this.) If the spot canned goods market is in 
the buyer’s favor, so is‘the can market in the canner’s favor just 
now, and prices vary even more here than in the finished goods. 


NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEW YORK, April 14.—The trade has been enlivened 
by the opening prices on California asparagus announced the 
first of the week, but aside from that the difference in busi- 
ness, as compared with last week, has been slight. There has 
been a fair movement in most of the leading varieties, but 
under most circumstances this movement has apparently been 
limited to actual requirements, and it will be recognized that 
these are not always large. It is said that buyers are showing 
rather more interest, as represented by the increased inquiry, 
but it is impossible to determine to what extent these addi- 
tional inquiries will lead to business. It is one thing for a 
buyer to make inquiries and quite another to place orders, 
hence the situation presents no material improvement as com- 
pared with last week. Conditions on the whole are not dis- 
couraging, but they might be better, as has been pointed out 
previously. With the heaviest consuming season of the year 
approaching, it looks as though something might occur shortly 
in this direction, and the prospect of increased movement has 
the effect of causing dealers to hold their goods with confi- 
dence, though no one can say whether this confidence is likely 
to result in business or not. 

ASPARAGUS.—The California packers opened prices on 
asparagus early in the week, and while the quotations an- 
nounced were lower than expected, as this is written prac- 
tically nothing has been done in the way of confirming orders. 
Jobbers here seem disposed to protect only their early re- 
quirements, leaving later necessities to be cared for afterward. 
Several of the larger buyers have been away and this might 
possibly account for the comparative, or seeming, indifference 
in the way of confirming orders. ‘The trade in other important 
cities is said to be placing more orders than they are in New

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York. Local buyers are evidently taking their time in con- 
sidering what they will do, and they apparently cherish the 
expectation that they will obtain greater concessions if they 
wait. It is pointed out in answer to this supposition that 
packers have made their opening prices as low as possible and 
that concessions are unlikely; that is, concessions of any mo- 
ment. The low prices were made to attract business, it is 
pointed out, and there is said to be little in the way of further 
concessions looked for. 

TOMATOES.—Spot goods are slow and the market is 
ilisposed to be easy with a sharp inclination toward weakness. 
Some packers who a few days ago were holding out firmly for 
7oc. are said to be sellers at 65c. regular terms f. o. b. factory. 
No business of consequence has been done, though some 
movement is noted each day. It is impossibie to say that there 
is no trade. It is simply that trade is more or less dull and 
sales are made chiefly to satisfy present requirements. Almost 
the same observation applies to No. 2s and gallons. No one is 
buying beyond what he actually needs now. Futures have 
attracted little attention, with such sales as were made around 
7oc. regular terms f. 0. b. factory, season’s delivery. 

PEAS.—Spot goods are not quite so active, though there 
is a continued inquiry for good stock around 65c, with none 
to be had, or, at least, none of importance. Some good state 
packing are offered at 67 1-2c. Medium grades are offered at 
$1.00a1.15, but they are not plentiful. Finer grades are said 
to be in rather plentiful supply at $1.20a1.50. No sales of 
futures were reported. 

CORN.—Spot corn is still disapppointing, but it is ex- 
pected that the business will improve, since the season of 
largest consumption is here. The market is firm and Maine 
fancy is a shade higher. Sales of several thousand cases 
were made at 92 I-2c by one broker. Southern Maine style 
is generally quoted at 57 1-2c regular terms f. o. b. factory, 
though it is possible to buy 2 1-2c. less. New York State 
stock is firm on the basis of 65a70c. for standard. Almost 
nothing is procurable now at the inside figure. 

BEANS.—The market is dull and prices are largely nom- 
inal. Only here and there is a sale reported. 

SPINACH.—Southern pack is reported somewhat firmer, 
under rather lighter offerings and a slightly increased demand. 

FRUITS.—Not much business has been done in any va- 
riety of California pack, but under reduced supplies the market 
is a shade firmer on apricots and peaches in extra standards 
and standard grades. 

APPLES.—No. Ios are firm, but demand is only moderate 
and movement is restricted in proportion. Southern stock is 
unchanged and movement is light. 

PINEAPPLES.—A good business is reported, particu- 
larly in Hawaiian packing, but prices remain on a compara- 
tively low level. Other grades are unchanged. 

SALMON.—The situation is unchanged. Red fish con- 
tinues firm, with up to $1.35 asked for talls. Stocks are light 
and the most active consuming season of the year is approach- 
ing. This will likely lead to higher prices, say local interests. 
Pinks are slow and the market is somewhat easy, but holders 
are not disposed to shade 67 I-2c., though a good deal of 
business would be possible at 2 1-2c less. Two large buyers 
would put in liberal stocks at 65c. here. 

SARDINES.—Domestic goods are unsettled and _ little 
business is reported. No prices have yet been made on 1

Since our last letter Indiana Tomatoes have jumped out of 
the 7oc. class and are holding a firm position at 72%c. factory. 
Trading for Spots continues at this figure and some very satis- 
factory deals have been closed within this week. Buyers are 
covering a good, Full Standard with their labels at 75c. f. 0. b. 
Futures in some of the larger markets have been sold at 75c. 
factory but the lurking tendency among the packers is to hold 
for better figures. 

Corn is in active demand at 55c. to 573éc. f. o. b. factory, 
which is largely ignored by the Packer who insists on 6o0c. or 
better. 

Kraut remains scarce at 72%4c. factory. 

The inquiries have a much healthier appearance and condi- 
tions seem to be much improved.

April 14, 1909. 

Strike Ended.—The wholesale grocer’s porters have lost 
their strike, and have applied for their old places on the former 
conditions of employment, and were glad to get them. They 
did not all come back for all were not asked to come back, and 
some of course found other employment. Enough of the best 
workers came back, however, to put the wholesale grocers into 
good working order, business has resumed its usual course, and 
goods are going out promptly and accurately once more. 

Badly Whipped.—It will be a long time before the grocery 
porters will strike again. Their demands this time were so 
trivial and unreasonable and their cause so unfair, that their 
attitude showed an astonishing lack of judgment and common 
sense. Their leaders found that affiliated unions like the 
Freight Handlers and the Teamsters, and others would not 
strike in sympathy, and that they would not even levy an 


‘assessment to help the porters financially. A more unfortunate 


or uupromising time could not have been selected for a strike, 
and it is probably the worst whipped strike that ever happened. 

Asparagus Prices Named.—The California Fruit Can- 
ners’ Association has announced its price for canned asparagus, 
and the price is the lowest ever named in the history of the 
canned asparagus industry. The effect will undoubtedly be to 
bring about a heavy sale of canned asparagus, and to increase 
the consumption enormously. The prices are given elsewhere 
in this communication. 

Collective Libel.—The admirable letter written by the 
editor of THE TRADE to the ‘‘North American’”’ of Philadelphia, 
and published by that paper, protesting against a slanderous 
and ignorant libel of the canning industry, goes to show what

can be done by those who are alert and loyal in protecting the 
canned goods business. 

The best thing to do and the easiest and cheapest and the 
most effective for the discouraging of slander would be to influ- 
ence Congress to pass a law giving a standing in court to civil 
suits for ‘‘collective libel’’ or libel by generalization. For illus- 
tration, unless a packer or his products are specifically referred 
to by name or recognizable inference, no action for damages will 
lie under our statutes, although, under the operation of such 
immunity, an entire industry can be ruined. I am of the opin- 
ion that in the absence of special statutory enactment, which 
always supercedes the common law, that an action for libel by 
generalization would lie against a slanderer of an entire indus- 
try, and I think that a recovery would be constitutional. 

The newspapers, however, have so protected themselves by 
securing the enactment of special statutes as to libel that they 
can say what they please and falsify at pleasure about any busi- 
ness, so long as they do not referto an individual concern or 
print any names. Even when they do print names they have so 
influenced the ‘‘framing up’’ of statutes that the libeled indi- 
vidual business man must specifically prove his damages, which 
usually costs him more to do than his prospective recovery of 
damages would aggregate. 


No prosecution for criminal libel will hold under the care- 


fully ‘‘framed up’’ national and state laws of the country unless. 


malice can be proven and it is hard to prove. In fact the 
motive for slandering a great industry is usually not malice, but 
greed, as the newspapers well know that by attacking an indus- 
try they will thereby force the members of it to defensively 
advertise. 

I am not in a position to look up the United States statutes 
on the subject of libel, but I believe from the fact that a criminal 
action was recently brought in the United States courts against 
the New York World and the Indianapolis News for a slander- 
ous attack on the Panama Canal and its builders, that there 
must be sufficient scope in these national enactments to make it 
quite possible for an ASSOCIATION OF CANNED Goops PACKERS 
to sue and to prosecute criminally any newspaper slandering 
the industry. 


I am of the opinion that the muck raker can be reached 


under the national law against libel. If this can be done it would 
stop the campaign of lies quicker than any other course. 

I am not talking at random when I say that the newspapers 
of this country have themselves framed up and secured the pas- 
sage of special state statutes as to libel which renders prosecu- 
tion or recovery of damages against them almost impossible. 

The law of libel in England is so just and fair that the pu- 
blication of such things as appear daily in the papers of this 
country, would put the English editors in prison and bring their 
publishers to financial ruin, and yet England is one of the most 
honestly governed countries in the world, and probably the best. 

The liberty of the press is therefore not restricted to the 
disadvantage of that country, but the license of the press is so 
restricted for the protection of its citizens against slander and 
greed. 

Canned Tomatoes.—The market is active and some consi- 
derable blocks have changed hands this week between jobbers. 
Stocks are quite small and the Lake & Rail shipments coming 
have not yet started from Erie. In fact the passage through the 
straits is reported to be not entirely clear of ice and it is doubt- 
ful if any shipmentt can arrive here before April-25-to May-1- 
1909. 

Canned Corn.—The market is quiet and the distribution 
comparatively slow. Mr. L,. J. Risser, President of the Western 
Canned Goods Packers Association was in Chicago Monday and 
stated that he had withdrawn all future sales of corn. He makes 
a specialty of fine corn. 

He stated that he had information through various sources, 
the corn manufacturers, the label makers, the box makers and 
others, that there was a smaller general preparation being made 
to pack canned corn this year than for many years and that pro- 
duction of that article was likely to be greatly curtailed. 

His Sudden Death.—Mr. L. J. Risser, President Western 
Canned Goods Packers Association and of the Iroquois Canning 
Co., Onarga, Ill., died April 13, in New York City. He was 
a man greatly beloved by all who knew him and one of the bright 
able amicable men of the canned goods industry in the country.

Annual Meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange. 


The annual meeting of the Canned Goods Exchange was held at 
its rooms on Tuesday, April 13th, with President Geo. T. Phillips in the 
Chair and a very full attendance present. The principle matter of im- 
portance was the election of officers for the ensueing year. 

The reports of the various committees were called, for after the 
reading of the minutes of the last meeting, but there was nothing to re- 
port from any of them. A brief report was made by the Legislative Com- 
mittee regarding the duty of pineapples. 

The Secretary read his annual report, showing a very creditable 
condition; and the Treasurer's report disclosed the finances of the Ex- 
change as very healthy. The Examining Committee, composed of Mr. 
John Baines and H. E. Silver, reported the account correct. 

One other special appointed committee made one of the most im- 
portant reports, because of its far reaching and beneficial effects, that 
the Exchange has had in sometime. The discussion on this was lively 
and indulged in by many, but action on it was withheld until after a 
special meeting, which is to be called within ten days, when it will 
be made public. It evidences a forward movement on the part of the 
Exchange that is to be highly commended, and because there is little 
doubt of its ultimate adoption and enforcement we think the Exchange 
is to be congratulated on the action. Even those who would seem to 
be on the other side of the question cannot but admit the benefits to be 
derived and the justice of the action. More of this anon! 

The Merchants and Manufacturers’ Association extended an invita- 
tion to the Exchange to have a member named to serve on the finance 
committee in the entertainment of the National Good Roads Congress 
which will meet in Baltimore on May 11th and 12th, 1909, and a contribu- 
tion was solicited. As a result the Exchange named Mr. Wm. Grecht 
as a committee of one to represent the Exchange on that Board, and 
voted a contribution of $50 towards the $1,000 that is being raised in the 
city for the entertainment of the Congress.

F. A. Torsch, W. L. Shaw and H. P. Strasbaugh. Hospitality Commit- 
tee: T. J. Meehan, H. W. Krebs and E. H. Miller. Counsel: John C. 
Rose. Chemist: Chas, Glaser.

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California Market. 


The Situation in the Pacific Coast States, as reviewed by 
our Special Correspondent for the past week. 


San Francisco, CAL., April 10, 1909. 

Now that the canning season is opening in California the 
old question of the canners’ and jobbers’ iabels is being discuss- 
ed at length by members in the trade and some of the canners’ 
have declared that they will send no goods out unless their 
brands are upon them. It seems that it would take but a slight 
effort to make this decision general but such does not appear to 
be true and there is no doubt but that wholesalers and even 
some of the large retailers will be enabled to secure all the goods 
they desire upon which to place their own private brand. How- 
ever, it is to be noticed that, as far as California products are 
concerned, the number of canning firms sending out goods in 
this condition is steadily decreasing and some of the jobbers 
realizing that the time is fast approaching when they will be 
compelled to push the packers line instead of their own, are 
changing their tactics and their own brands are not being given 
the attention they formerly were. 

In regard to the recent decision made by the Food Inspec- 
tion Board, wherehy humpback and dog salmon must be labeled 
as such instead of pinks and chums, Mr. C. W. Dorr, formerly 
vice-president and general counsel of the Alaska Packers’ Associ- 
ation, states that in his opinion it is in direct conflict with the 
United States fishing laws covering the labeling of fish. Thom- 
as J. Gorman, another prominent Coast factor, believes the rul- 
ing, if enforced, would cause the salmon packers not a little 
annoyance and expense on account of most of them having their 


labels ready for the coming pack and is sure that the ruling was 
the result of misinformation. He feels sure that when the de- 
partment is more fully advised the order will be modified so as 
to admit of labeling as in the. past, for the coming season, at 
least. Philip J. Brady, still another salmon packer, in giving 
his opinion on the ruling states that to his personal knowledge 
he does not know of any packer using the label ‘‘Pinks’’ in con- 
nection with dog salmon. For many years humpbacks have 
been known as ‘‘pinks’’ in Alaska or ‘‘Alaska pinks’’ and ‘‘Pu- 
get Sound pinks’’ when caught in the Sound are of the same 
quality. 

Within the next two weeks the entire salmon fleet from this 
port will be upon its way to the Northern stations in the Bristol 
Bay section. Already nearly a dozen vessels have sailed and 
more are to leave this week. They are all loaded with supplies 
and one of the largest crews taken North in many years has 
been secured this season, there being no scarcity of help. In 
spite of the fact that last season was a disastrous one for vessels 
along the northern Coast, a larger number of vessels are to visit 
the canneries this season than ever before. The Alaska Pack- 
ers’ Association will send out a total of thirty-two vessels this 
season, several of them being vessels recently purchased. The 
sailing fleet of this cocern which is scheduled to leave port on 
Saturday is the largest that has sailed out of San Francisco Bay 
in many years. Along the water front the salmon carrying ves- 
sels have attracted much attention during the past week and an 
immense amount of supplies have been taken. The sailing of 
this fleet means much to local merchants, and machinery dealers 
especially, as it is the policy of the Alaska Packers’ Association 
to patronize the local trade as much as possible, the only excep- 
tion being such materials as can be purchased in Alaska. 

With the sailing of the salmon fleet and the cleaning up of

the pack of the coming season and already there is considerable

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speculation as to what prices may be expected to be named by 
the large firms in the business. It is expected that the announce- 
ment of prices on the part of the Alaska Packers’ Association 
will not be made as early this season as usual on account of the 
large pack that is expected on the Puget Sound and Columbia 
River. Prices on the sockeye pack will probably not be an- 
nounced until well into the month of August and until the ex- 
tent of the pack there is known, as well as the extent of the 
Alaskan pack of reds, the Association will not be likely to an- 
nounce its prices. Several factors will be against the naming of 
a lower price than was made last year and it is very likely that 
these figures will stand unchanged. The markets of the world 
will be practically bare of Alaska reds by next September when 
the new pack will be ready for distribution in quantities and 
there is a feeling that a price of $1.15 will be generally accept- 
able to the trade and may be regarded as being avery reasonable 
figure compared to the increased costs of canning that have gone 
into effect during the past few years. If the run ofsockeye sal- 
mon is as heavy as is now being figured on it is anticipated that 
the opening price will be about $1.35 for talls. The number of 
small canners operating this season makes it certain that for a 
time, at least, there is to be some price shading. The tendency 
of the trade however, is toward established brands and the situ- 
ation will be largely in the hands of strong operators who do 
not expect to market the entire pack this season and the cutting 
that will be done by the small canners is not expected to have 
much effect on the market in general. 

The run of Salmon in the Bay of Monterey is very heavy 
for this season of the year and is about six weeks ahead of the 
usual time. James Madison, superintendent of the Booth Pack- 
ing houses has just gone to Monterey to look over the situation 
and if the catch appears to be of sufficient proportions will open 
the cannery. 

Holt’s asparagus cannery at Stockton has commenced oper-

ations for the season and is now working uninterruptedly. The 
crop in the vicinity of Stockton is of excellent quality and on 
Woodward’s Island this is especially true. The Central Cali- 


* fornia canneries have commenced operations in their big plant 


at the corner of Front and P. Streets, Stockton and from the 
amounts of grass contracted for it would seem that a record pack 
should be made. The principal cannery of this firm is located at 
Middle River where the canning firm has a 1,000 acre field of its 
own, and the samples of this season’s pack that have been re- 
ceived are the best ever inspected by the writer. If the entire 
season’s pack is of such quality as the early output, California 
asparagus will certainly add materially to its reputation. 

The E. C. Horst Company has been making some experi- 
ments with asparagus growing in the vicinity of Wheatland and 
it is announced that these have been so successful that a cannery 
is being planned for the near future. 

The new cannery being erected for the Griffin & Skelley Co. 
at Emeryville, Cal. is a huge affair covering an entire block and 
is being made as nearly fireproof as possible. It is being erect- 
ed in record time and although started but three weeks ago will 
be ready for operations by May first. Two 100-h-p oil burner 
boilers will be installed, and much of the machinery used in the 
old Emeryville cannery will be moved to the new site. Consid- 
erable new apparatus will be required, however. 

The Libby, McNeil & Libby Co. have decided to greatly 
enlarge the capacity of its fruit and vegetable cannery at Sunny- 
vale and contracts for this work have already been let. The 
work is to be finished in time for the present season. 

The State Board of Health has decided that publication of 
the names and records of violators of the pure food laws will do 
more than fines toward stopping the sale of goods and articles

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maintainance of secrecy as to their identity has not had the de- 
sired effect. It has been practically decided to appoint an in- 
spector whose sole duties will be to visit canneries and establish- 
ments where goods are packed in tins and glass.

Japan’s Boycott of American Canned Goods. 


A recent cable despatch from Yokohama to the New York 
Times regarding a supposed boycott of California canned fruits, 
etc. seems to have stirred up a lot of talk and excitement. ‘‘It 
charges the Japanese health authorities with a sudden and un- 
desired revival of an almost forgotten health act not enforced 
since 1900,’’ says the Japanese-American Commercial Weekly. 
It claims the authorities discriminate against the American goods 
while the European canned articles come into the Country with- 
out even being examined. The Editor goeson to say that ‘‘such 
a boycott is unthinkable’ and that Japan has no desire to keep 
California canned goods out and that no attempt has been made 
to do so. 

There seems to be an impression that the Japanese desire to 
retaliate in this way on account of the treatment the Japs have 
been receiving from the California people; and the despatch also 
says that the various steamship companies of Japan evidently 
wish to show their dislike of the treatment received, and cites 
the fact that the Japanese steamship company is likely to change 
its terminus from San Francisco to Seattle. The weekly above 
referred to says this must be far from the truth and that the Japs 
are not inclinded to such measures, but on the other hand are 
making every effort to develop business and friendly relations 
with the United States. ‘‘Above all other things our tradition- 


al friendship with this country and our mutual interests in the 
development of the Pacific and the Far East prohibit us from 
waring with this nation, whether it be military nature or other- 
wise,’’ says the Editor. 


THE FACTS IN THE CASE. 


In.conclusion the article says: 


After our editorial went to press we received a letter which is self-ex- 
planatory, and which confirms our belief. The letter which is from the 
Japanese Consul here, reads as follows: 

Editor of the Japanese-American Commercial Weekly. 

Sir: Referring to my letter of April 3 concerning the inspection of 
canned goods recently made in Yokohama and the alleged ‘‘discrimination 
against California goods,’’ I am now in possession of the further details. 
While the matter was in itself a very trifling one, in view of the rather con- 
spicuous position given by some American papers to this matter, I hope 
you will do me a great favor by giving this letter some space in your valu- 
able columns. 

The inspection was made by the authorities of the Kanagawa Prefecture 
at Yokohama, and it covered the food imports from all foreign countries. 
The following list speaks for itself:

(The greater part of those imports which failed were canned goods. ) 

The commercial agent of the British Embassy and the members of the 
California Canned Fruits Association made inquiries of the authorities about 
these inspections and expressed themselves as entirely satisfied with the 
answers they received. 

Furthermore, I am informed that the examination of all the labels now 
held by the Japanese authorities failed to detect any social seai that might 
be recognized as that of the American authorities. 

I believe that the facts leave no ground for suspicion or discrimina- 
tion by the Japanese authorities against California products, especially since 
the American goods failed in a smaller proportion than those of any other 


nation.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


There is an immense amount of good, hard thinking being 
indulged in by the canners generally just now—on the lessons 
furnished by adversity—and much good shonld, and undeubted- 
ly will, result from it. 


These slings and arrows of fortune are what are needed, 
after all, to keep an industry from completely deteriorating, for 
they force a watchfulness that detects the pitfalls and prevents 
serious mistakes. 


For several years, until this change came about, the canned 
goods industry had moved on so successfully and well, the de- 
mand for goods at profit paying prices had been so brisk, that 
there was danger of serious mistakes creeping in. Unscrupul- 
ous parties, for instance, found that slack filled goods ‘‘went,’’ 
and that there was a sale for almost anything packed. 


realization is brought home that ‘any old thing’ will not go. 
That now the old addage ‘‘honesty is the best policy’’ is found 
to be too true, and particularly with respect to all canned goods. 
Becacse of their nature the consumers have to accept can- 
ned goods as represented, on faith as it were; and if they are de- 
ceived they feel it the more keenly. And because of this fact, 
a slack-filled can is an abomination, and it will prove the rock 
upon which the industry will split if it is not entirely removed. 

We know how hard the canner finds it to resist the voice of 
the temper, particularly in these times of few orders, when a 
good amount of business it held out at ‘‘2% to 5c per dozen 
under the market.’’ The canner will say, if I do not take this 
order for slack filled goods, some other canner will. Let the 


other one take it; don’t soil your fingers and your reputation 
You would not steal money under the same provocation, 


with it. 


because you thought if you did not take it some thief might. 
And yet what is the difference? The cousumer is robbed of his 
full share, the amount he rightfully expects and pays for, and 
you do it, if you slack—fill. 


For you must bear this in mind: the goods go ultimately to 
the consumer at full prices, and so come in competition with your 
best goods. If you wish to see this call at your grocery and you 
will find tomatoes quoted at roc to 15c the can; corn at the same 
figures and peas from 15c to 20c, despite the fact that the goods 
were bought at the low prevailing prices now received by the 
canners. The retailer cannot offer the excuse that he bought 
at high prices before the market broke, nor can the jobber offer 
this as an excuse, for neither of them have had any larg: stock 
of goods on hand for more than a year; aud the goods they are 


now selling are practically new goods. 


In fact one of the things that is holding down the consump- 
tion of canned goods, and causing the light demand is that the 
retail grocer does not reduce his prices for the goods, no matter 
what the wholesale market. The retail prices for canned goods 
are as high today as they were two years ago before the market 
broke, and it does not seem just. A reduction in the prices to - 
suitable figures would increase the consumption, move the goods, 
and restore the simile to the canners’ faces. With tomatoes 
selling at say 70c, the jobber could sell at 80c, and the retailer 
put them out at 8c per can, for the best of them. That is for a 
standard grade of goods that they at present sell at high prices. 

We note that the Supreme Court of California has recently 
decided that protected prices are legal. The case in question 


‘was that of one Charles P. Grogan, an olive oil manufacturer, 


who fixed the retail price of his oil as not lower than $1.35 per 
half gallon, and sold it on this condition. A cut rate grocer, 
name H. G. Chaffee, however offered this oil at $1.20 per half 
gallon, despite the protests of the seller that he was not living 
up to the terms of sale, and the Court has now upheld Grogan 
in his contention. In many respects this would seem to be a 
very good thing, and will be heartily endorsed by the majority; 
but we feel that a contrary action would be a good thing against 
the retail grocers of the country, to make them keep prices in 
proportion to the manufacturer’s. 


Low prices for canned goods would undoubtedly increase 
their consumption, and that is what the industry needs right 
now. The wholesale prices of the goods do not warrant such 
prices as the retailers are now charging, and it would seem the 
part of wisdom for jobbers to take a hand in this, as looking to 
the more rapid changing of their stocks. The poor dear public 
is certainly not getting the benefit of the low priced canned 
goods, except it be through some cut rate grocer, who suffers 
in his reputation because of these dealings. To move canned 
goods more rapidly the price to the people must be decreased 
generally, and not merely through the cut rate stores. 


We have learned with deep regret of the sudden death of 
Mr. L. J. Risser, president of the Western Packers’ Canned 
Goods Association. It seems Mr. Risser was in New York on 
important business, and died very suddenly there on Tuesday, 
April 13. Mr. Risser was a leading packer of the West, a 
brainy, energetic, deep thinking man, with a host of friends, 
and was rapidly making a name for himself, because of his new 
device for cooking corn by the agitation process. He had a 
beautiful home at Onarga, Ill., presided over by his charming 
wife and daughter, and was ably assisted by his son in the 
management of his immense farm and his cannery. Mr. Risser 
was a great lover of flowers, having his entire home surrounded 
with beds of various kinds, and he conducted several large hot 


; In such times as we have had for the past year or more the oe 
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houses in which he raised some of the finest specimens of ferns 
in the country. 

We extend our sincere sympathy to his bereaved family, 
and in doing so know that we voice the feelings of all who 
knew him. 

Another man long known in the canned goods business 
passed to his reward and was buried on Tuesday, April 13— 
Mr. Henry Fleming, of the firm of Fleming & Co., Baltimore. 
Mr. Fleming had been connected with the canned goods busi- 
ness since its earliest days, dating back nearly fifty years. He 
was the oldest surviving canner in the city. He first came to 
the city about 1866, and engaged in the business with Mr. Ruth, 
later went into business with Mr. J. B. Mahoney, and then in 
1877 founded the present firm of Fleming & Co. They have 
been prominent in the business ever since. Though at the good 
ripe age of 73 Mr. Fleming had always been active and attended, 
with his sons, to the large business of the firm. 


Added to the long list of deaths in the canned goods busi- 
ness this year is the name of Frank E. N. Boulter, who was a 
son of Mr. Wellington Boutler, of Picton‘ Ont., Can., the first 
President of the Canadian Canners Association, and a man stand- 
ing high in the canned goodsbusiness. The name is well known 
throughout this country, and his son Frank, had some years ago, 
embarked in the canning business in California, but later retired 


from it. At the time of his death, which happened in Detroit 
on April 5th, from an operation for appendecitis, he was Food 
Inspector under the Dominion Government, and was at work 
upon a Pure Food Law similar to the National Law of this 
_ country.

THE CANNED GOOGS EXCHANGE BANQUET. 


The second annual banquet of the Canned Goods Exchange was held 
at the Rennert Hotel on the evening of Apri 13, more than seventy covers 
being laid. 

One could go far and fail to find a body of men who made a better 
appearance than those representing the canned goods industry, as they 
assembled on this occasion. Bright, intelligent and energetic, well 
groomed in appearance and with polished manners, the assemblage was 
rightly classed among the best the country could produce. BalJtimore has 
a right to be proud of such citizens, and the distinguished visitors felt that 
indeed it was good to be here. 

The banquet hall of the Hotel Rennert, famous throughout the land as 
a leading dispenser of Maryland’s famous brand of hospitality, was beauti- 
fully decorated, and the tables, three in number, were ranged at right 
angles with the president’s table. An excellent selection was rendered by 
the string orchestra during the discussion of the menu, and the banqueters 
frequently gave voice to some of the airs played, and in a style that was 
quite creditable. Upon the playing of the National Anthem and Marylahd 
My Maryland all stood and many sang. 

During the first few courses it was evident the banqueters had brought 
their appetites with them, for while mirth was ever present, there was that 
low murmur that denotes strict attention to the matters before them. But 
this condition was gradually reversed as the evening wore on, and the 
menu proceeded, until mirth held entire sway. A glance at the menu will 
tell more than we can in words of description.

With the disposal of the menu, Toastmaster Orem found his hands full, 
good parlimentarian though he is, to launch the ‘‘feast of soul and the 
flow of reason,’’ at least according to the card. He feared, he said, he 
would have to make it a ‘‘freak of reason and the blow of soul,’’ if the 
interruptions continued, but through a dint of his unequalled oratory and 
good nature he won the unruly to him and succeeded in carrying through 
the entire program with the greatest credit. During the early stages of 
this scene Genl. Booth offered his service to help quiet the turbulent 
waters, and was assured by Toastmaster Orem that his early teachings 
along those lines was all that was sustaining him now. 

Mr. John S. Gibbs, the newly elected president of the Exchange, 
responded to his subject “The Canned Goods Exchange,’ after being 
hailed by all present as ‘‘Our John,”’ in a very neat speech. Among other 
things he expressed a belief in the necessity of a laboratory here, with a 
competent chemist in charge, for the correction of any errors, and to 
eliminate as far as possible the rule of thumb in the canneries of this city 
and section. He referred, tco, to the absolute importance of the work 
undertaken by the Board of Publicity, which Mr. Haserot was there to 
present, and urged a hearty support and generous contribution towards it. 
At the conclusion of his remarks the crowd broke away again, singing 
he’s a jolly good fellow.”

As will be seen from the toast card, which is here given, Mr. Chas. S. 
Crary was the next on the list, but Mr. Crary was obliged to send his 
regrets at being unable to attend. He was detained in New York. In his 
place, after a few complimentary remarks, Toastmaster Orem called upon 
Mr, Frank E. Gorrell to take Mr. Crary’s place. Mr. Gorrell pleaded this 
was a rather raw deal, that as he was no speaker, it came hard on him to 
be called upon without notice. But he made a very creditable address and 
elecited the prolonged applause of the audience. 

Mr. Walter B. Timms treated his subject in his usual happy style, 
making an address that caused rapt attention, particularly when he cited, 
as an actual fact, that out of about one hundred articles of all kinds 
returned each day to his house, for one cause or another, 25 per cent. of 
them were canned goods. He showed that the return was not all due to 
actual faults with the goods themselves, but was more often due to the 
lack of education on the part of the jobber or retail grocer as to the proper 
handling of canned goods. He asked the canners to take some steps 
towards enlightening the retailers in this respect ; to put a card of instruc- 
tioris in each case, telling them howto handle canned goods. He also 
pointed out the necessity of informing the consumer of canned gcods how 
to treat them and not to abuse them. He cited many instances of the mis- 
use of the goods, and how the parties then blamed the goods. He also 
heartily supported the idea advocated by Mr. Haserot through the Board 
of Publicity, and urged all the cannersto play the game to the limit, to 
give it their financial support as they should. He was loudly applaused as 


he took his seat. 

Mr. Haserot, the next toast, made an excellent presentation of his 
subject, pointing out the cause for the present depths of dispair in which 
the industry now finds itself. But he showed, too, that the Board of Pub- 
licity could do nothing unless the canners put character into every can. 
He pointed out the need of protection, and how all important it was that 
the canners realize they must now defend themselves, or no one would. 
He figured it out that Baltimore packed 8 per cent. of all the goods, and 
that its contribution to the fund therefore should be at least $2,000, and 
asked that the president of the Exchange make a motion that such an 
amount would be subscribed. 

Accordingly, Mr. Rufus Gibbs moved that the president appoint a 
committee to raise this subscription, and that the Exchange pledge itself 
to raise at least that amount. This was done. 

The audience were given a treat in the next speaker, for he made 
much of his subject ‘‘What’s in a name.’’ His remarks touched upon the 
question of the canner’s label as distinct from the jobber’s, and showed that

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PRUNING MATURE TREES. 
By 0. B. Whipple, of the Colorado Agricultural College. 


INTRODUCTION. 


Many and varied are the excuses offered by the man who 
owns an unpruned orchard ; he is ashamed of the neglected trees 
and tries to justify himself by advancing what he considers, or 
more likely what he tries to persuade himself, is a good reason. 
One holds that pruning is little short of sacrilege, contrary to 
the laws of nature; another tells of his fond recollections of 
childhood and what excellent fruits he picked from the old 
apple tree, pruned alone by nature; another says it does not 
pay, and in his particular case it does not, for the chances are 
that the orchard is neglected otherwise. The only excuse that 
has any semblance of justification is that of ignorance, and that 
does not excuse the man who makes no attempt. Nature’s 
object is the production of seed with provision for its distribu- 
tion, and she is satisfied when a cherry is produced with enough 
flesh to attract some fruit-loving bird that may, perchance, drop 
the seed far from the parent tree. Man grows the fruit for its 
flesh parts, and tries to improve these parts, as much by placing 
the plant in a more favorable environment, as by plant breeding 
and selection. The man who has the fond recollections of child- 
hood would no doubt find them only childish fancies, as did the 
man who returned to his childhood home and tried coasting, he 
would be disappointed. The man who cannot afford to prune, 
cannot afford to grow fruit, and the man who does not kuow 
how to prune must learn ; the principles are not complicated. 


PHYSIOLOGY OF PRUNING. 


To be an intelligent pruner one must know something of 
plant physiology. He should know the effects produced by 
pruning at different seasons of the year, how to make a cut that 


will heal most readily, and the influence of pruning on the fruit 
bearing habit of the tree. It may be said that in Colorado the 
fruit grower prunes at his leisure, but luckily this conforms 
pretty closely to the proper season, when looked at from a 
physiological point of view. It is generally conceded that prun- 
ing during the dormant season incites wood growth, while 
pruning during the growing season promotes fruitfulness ; and, 
since our trees tend to overbear, it is logical for us to prune 
jargely during the dormant season. 

Although it is said that pruning during the summer season 
may encourage the formation of fruit buds on tardy bearing 
varieties, it may have the opposite effect, unless done at the 
proper time, and may cause late growth and unfruitfulness. 
To give the desired results one must summer-prune shortly 
before the season of-growth ends; earller pruning starts new 
growth, while late pruning gives no results. The benefit 
derived from summer pruning seems to depend upon the ability 
of the pruner to prune at a time to bring about early maturity. 
In an irrigated section where soil conditions are easily controlled, 
the same end may, no doubt, be more easily attained by proper 
manipulation of the irrigation water. 

Both the season at which the wound is made and the char- 
acter of the cut have an influence upon the healing process. 
The pruner should remember that all food material capable of 
healing a weund is taking a downward course through the inner 
bark and that, to heal well, a wound must be in a position to 
intercept the downward flow of sap from foliage higher up. 
When a limb is to be removed entirely, the cut should be at the 
union with, and parallel to che surface from which the limb 
arises. Where limbs are to be headed back they should be cut 
to a side limb and not to a bare stub. Wounds naturally heal 
best when made at a season of the year when growth is most 
active, but, with the possible exception of wounds made in early 
winter and subjected to a long season of drying, the season at 
which the wound is made has no important bearing upon the 
healing process. The grower who has a small orchard that will 
permit of such a practice, should delay the pruning until as near 


‘the opening of the growing season as possible.
